Clean, well-pressed and neatly foldee 
garm ents help to meet this require 
mint. 
The Jfidgo considers the design ol 
th*1 garm ent and its purpose in rela 
Hon to the material used. A tailore* 
design which calls for straight, crisi 
lines will lose its beauty If made of i 
soft, flimsy fabric. A design featuring 
soft shirring or draping will give th* 
effect desired only if made up in a soft 
material that drapes easily. 
R egard­ 
less of the type of material, It should 
be of a quality that Justifies the time 
labor, and money spent on making ii 
into a garment. The beauty and sutta 
billty of a patterned fabric i** also con 
sidereal.

usually the most attractive and most 
scrvicable. 
Trimmings m ust add beauty to th* 
dress and not just fill up space. The} 
must be suitable to the fabric and th* 
purpose of the dress.

as durable as the fabric of the dress 
Colors are judged for harmonious 
combinations and suitability

kind of garment. Becomingness is an 
im portant factor, but cannot be judge* 
without the wearer. 
W orkmanship counts, but no more 
than color selection or l>eauty of de 
sign. The judge looks for smooth neat 
plackets, even flat hems that are firm 
but inconspicuous, and firmly attached 
fasteners. Button-holes are appropri­ 
ate for buttons if they are used. The 
habit of sewing buttons over snap 
fasteners is discouraged.

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SUMMER SAVOR IN 
STUFFED PEPPERS 
The gay riot of fresh vegetables 
beckoning from stores and gardens 
is a pleasant reminder th a t their 
use in summ er menus need be occa­ 
sioned not only by the fact that 
they are “good for you”. Their crisp 
texture and stim ulating piquancy 
fire a special help for you who arc 
trying to make meals tantalizing in 
spite of the sum m er’s heat. 
Vegetables as m ain dishes are 
especially tem pting in summer, and 
green peppers baked with a stuff­ 
ing are particularly popular in this 
role. 
Bealing ti stuffing of canned 
or prepared foods, they arc quick 
dishes. 
Or they m ay be filled with 
a tasty combination of left-overs to 
help you economize. 
Thus new 
recipes for pepper stuffings are al­ 
ways in demand. 
Preparing Green Peppers 
You will w ant to select firm, 
crisp looking green peppers for 
stuffing. 
If they are large, cut 
them in halves. 
The medium and 
small ones m ay have their tops 
cut from them. 
W ash the seeds 
away and drop into boiling salted 
water, then remove the pan of 
w ater from the heat and let pep­ 
pers stand in the w ater about five 
minutes, 
Drtffn the peppers and 
they are ready to stuff. 
When 
baking them, watch to see that 
they don’t lose their firmness.

tablespoons butter 
cup tomato ketchup. 
Prepare six large halved peppers 
or six small ones as tfirected a bo va. 
Fill peppers with ham mixture and 
place rn baking pan.
